HE last time I went to see Dr. John 
B. Murphy, just two weeks. before 
his death, I was driven from the 
_ Pallroad station to his cottage by 
a man who was without. hands. Both 
arms had been amputated about the mid- 
forearm. This man made his living driv- 
ing a taxi, and under his guidance his 
Ford moved as srhoothly, evenly, and 
accurately as any machine could have 

done. 55 

I was prepared in a measure for this 
because, a year or two prior to this, I 
had been driven tn a Ford by a one 
armed man a distance of eighteen miles, 
over a muddy clay road just after a 
rain. He kept his car out of the ditch, 
and that ig more than I have seen two- 
armed men do under similar conditions. 
In the light of these two experiences I 
am willing to sign the petition of the 
Btitish Disabiéd society to the insvrance 
companies. This petition asks for the 
same accident insurance rate for legless 
or armless automobile drivers that is 
given drivers. who are not handicapped. 
They claim that the limbless can handle 
: their cars about as well as any one else, 
and that they will be more careful than 
fewer 


the other fellow and will take 
| chances.

I learned of this petition from reading 
Howson’s “ Handbook for the Limbless,“ 
published by the Disabled Society of 
London. I read that 41,000 British men 
lost one or more limbs dyring the world 
war. Murphy says in the American 
Magazine that in the world war over 
10,000 Americans lost one or more limbs, 
and that, all in all, there are a million 
people in the United States who get 
along ag well as they can without one 
or me This British book is a 
handbook. It tells the experiences of 
limbless persons with different kinds of 
apparatus and different mechanisms of 
all Kinds. It gives recipes for washing 
the stump, what drugs to apply, How 
to dress the stump, how to arrange 
wrappings, and a great ded] of similar 
information based on actual experience. 
In fact, it might be called an “ experi- 
ence book,” written by some hundreds of 
men. There are such chapter heads as 
“ Driving of Cars,” “Stump Socks and 
the Care of Stumps,” “ Artificial Legs,” 
“ Artificial Arms,“ Muscle Training,” 
Employment,“ Training.“ “ Choice df 
Occupation.“ Workshops,” Village 
Centers,” all relating to work. to 
recreation, there are chapters on di- 
cycling, riding, boxing, billiards and 
sports in general.

I was surprised to find how many com- 
petitive sporta limbiess men have won 
prizes in, some of which were in com- 
petition with men who had no such 
handicap.

“ Without wishing to inject my opin- 
jon into the matter, I believe it is safe 
to say tha consensus gives 4 large bal- 
ance in favor ot recirculated air in warm 
air furnaces. AS I recall it, it has been 
determined that the average frame or 
brick residence under normal conditions 
has at least six changes of air per day | 
simply through infiltration. With your | 
own knowledge of the average require- | 
ments of 30 C. F. M. per person, and 
assuming four or five people to the resi- 
dence, a little rapid calculation will | 
show you that even with a poorly oper- 
ated furnace from which there is an 
unnecessarily large amount of coal gas | 
in the house, the ordinary requirements | 
speak favorably for recirculated alr. 
The many disadvantages of the use of 
outside air more than offset its favor- 
able fedtures.”
